IN Vol 3. No3. of this raagazlno on pagos 13-15 a story was related 
of an Incident in which t'.vo of onr yonns: members had an unusual ex- 
porienpo in'which they rociovrl- tiioy rocicvod some, strange waiting 
whilst under some unexi^lainablo control, wo as’eod our readers to 
send in their comments . many of v;hom sent in their opinions, and 
now wo have a reader who has just road the article rolftting to us 
a similar experience, which we submit for your evaluation. 

The young man is engaged in Postal telegraphic work and it 
happened whilst he v/as on duty . his name is withhold for obvious 
reasons * but wo havo no doubt whatever in believing his story, 
at present v/e have not to hand the writing, as it came,but feel 
his story is of sufficient Interest to publish . 

Ho says S About 18 months ago whilst on ni,g}it telephone duty 
at the exchange in the early hours of the morning , I fanciod I 
could hear some very high pitched morse signals being transmitted 
at the speed of about sixteen words a minute , which v/as just a 
little faster than I could road . • Then I seemed to doze * a thing 
which is highly irregular and forbidden on my job' and whilst in 
this state there appeared a large book in front of me , which had 
large yellow or golden print on it , the printing was not in any 
language that I know , but was similar in some aspects to Ancient 
writings such as Babylonian.

JI'LY 1_3' Dour prominent Australir.n businessmen and doctors sav; an 
unidentified flying object in North Queensland’s Gulf Country, 
about 20 miles down the Norman River from Narumba, lc?.st week- 
They described the object as a round patch of light about half 
the size of a full moon, with an exhaust-like tail.

BROKEN HILLi Pour bright objects were seen just after 10 pm. 

Y/OOHERA? At 10-15 pm. a bright orange flying object was seen. 
As described by a meteorological officer, "It was travelling 
almost horizontally, unlike most meteorites; it was also mov¬ 
ing very fast, but slower than the average meteorite." 
According to an anonymous source the object hovered over the 
range at low altitude, and through glasaes it could be seen 
to be the familiar bell shape, with the inner flange under¬ 
neath slowly revolving.

Dr. Harlow Shapley, v;orld renowned astronomer and ex-director of the 
Harvard College Observatory • stated recently that ” intelligent life 
on the other planets is inevitable” Lecturing before an audience at the 
Uni. od Cal. Shapley went on to say that ” there is nothing new about 
theorizing that life exists elsewhere... the ne\Y thing is that mankind 
must now accept it as a fact ... that sentiment or thinking earthlings 
are not unique in the universe” His remarks debunked previous scien¬ 
tific attitudes which denied such a possibllty. 

Strangely after this ourspoken declaration Shapley was re¬ 
moved as the Director of this post . and tho man who took his place 
was none other than the now much debuked theorist Dr Menzol.
